141 journalists killed 
in 2012: media 
watchdog 


Top Chavez officials gather 
in Havana 



GENEVA (AFP) - Last year 
was one of the deadliest on 
record for journalists, with 
141 killed in 29 different 
countries and Syria the most 
dangerous place on earth for 
reporters, a media watchdog 
said Thursday. 

The Swiss-based Press 
Emblem Campaign (PEC), 
which fights for the protec¬ 
tion of journalists, said the 
figure was up by 31 percent 
on 2011. 

At least 37 journalists, 
among them 13 working for 
foreign media, were killed in 
Syria, it said in a statement. 

Four journalists are re¬ 
ported missing or detained: 
Ukrainian Anhar Kochneva, 
Jordanian-Palestinian Bashar 
Fahmi, freelance US reporter 
Austin Tice and another 
American reporter James 
Foley, who has contributed 
video to Agence France- 
Presse. 

The situation in Somalia 


has deteriorated dramatically, 
where 19 were killed, said the 
PEC. 

Three Latin American 
countries followed among the 
most dangerous places: Mex¬ 
ico with 11 journalists killed, 
Brazil also with 11 dead, and 
Honduras, where six journal¬ 
ists were killed. 

The Philippines ranked num¬ 
ber seven with six killed, fol¬ 
lowed by Bangladesh and India 
with four each, said the PEC. 

The New York-based 
Committee to Protect Jour¬ 
nalists for its part said last 
month that 67 reporters were 
killed in 2012, up 42 percent 
from the previous year, due in 
large part to the Syria con¬ 
flict, shootings in Somalia, 
violence in Pakistan and 
killings of reporters in Brazil. 

The Paris-based press 
rights group Reporters With¬ 
out Borders (RSF) mean¬ 
while put the number of those 
killed at 88 last year. 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AFP) - Top Venezuelan offi¬ 
cials gathered in Cuba day 
amid growing demands for 
news about cancer-stricken 
President Hugo Chavez' con¬ 
dition, days before he is to be 
sworn in for another term. 

The latest senior official 
reported to have arrived in 
Havana was Disodado Ca- 
bello, who as head of the Na¬ 
tional Assembly would be a 
key player in any succession 
plan should Chavez be un¬ 
able to take the oath on Janu¬ 
ary 10. 

Ultimas Noticias, a news¬ 
paper that has generally been 
well connected to the govern¬ 
ment, said Cabello flew to 
Cuba on Wednesday to join 
Chavez's handpicked succes¬ 
sor Vice President Nicolas 
Maduro and other top officials. 

Chavez, 58, is in Cuba, 
Venezuela's close ally among 
leftist-led Latin American na¬ 
tions, for medical treatment. 

Among his visitors have 
been son-in-law Science and 
Culture Minister Jorge Ar- 
reaza; Attorney General Cilia 
Flores, who is Maduro's part¬ 
ner; and Chavez's brother 
Barinas governor Adan 
Chavez. 

The Venezuelan president 
has not been seen since he 
underwent a long and com¬ 
plicated surgery for a recur¬ 
rence of cancer 23 days ago, 


and officials have acknowl¬ 
edged that his recovery has 
been difficult. 

On Wednesday, Bolivia's 
President Evo Morales, a 
close Chavez friend and ally, 
said he had spoken to his 
family and that his condition 
was "very worrying." 

"Let's hope our prayers 
will be effective in saving the 
life of brother President 
Chavez," Morales said of 
Chavez, the longtime leader 
of OPEC member Venezuela, 
which has the world's largest 
proven oil reserves. 

Chavez, who was re¬ 
elected October 7 despite a 
long, debilitating battle with 
cancer and the strongest op¬ 
position challenge yet to his 
14 year rule, is supposed to 
take office in a week for an¬ 


other six year term. 

But it was still unclear 
whether he would be fit to 
take office. 

Venezuela's constitution 
calls for new elections to be 
held within 30 days if the 
president is unable to take the 
oath of office or dies during 
his first four years in office. 

Former vice president 
Elias Jaua said in a tweet 
Wednesday that Chavez 
alone "will decide what to do 
January 10," suggesting he 
had no plans for now to give 
up the presidency. 

Before leaving for Cuba 
for his fourth round of sur¬ 
gery, Chavez chose Maduro 
as his successor and left him 
in charge of the country with¬ 
out formally handing over the 
powers of the presidency. 

Rumors meanwhile have 
proliferated in the absence of 
detailed information about 
Chavez's health, and the main 
opposition movement had de¬ 
manded the government to "tell 
the truth" about his condition. 

"It is essential that the 
government act in a manner 
that gives confidence. It is es¬ 
sential that it tell the truth," 
said Ramon Guillermo 
Aveledo, head of the opposi¬ 
tion umbrella group MUD. 

He called on the govern¬ 
ment to provide "a diagnosis 
and a medical prognosis" on 
the 58-year-old Chavez's 
condition.

Clinton aims to 
return to work 
next week 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Only hours after being re¬ 
leased from hospital after 
treatment for a blood clot, 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton was Thursday hop¬ 
ing to end a month-long ab¬ 
sence and be back at work 
next week. 

"She's resting at home,” 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland 
told reporters. ’’Some of the 
senior staff who spoke to 
her about half an hour ago 
say that she's sounding ter¬ 
rific, upbeat, raring to go." 

The globe-trotting 65- 
year-old diplomat was ad¬ 
mitted to New York 
Presbyterian Hospital on 
Sunday after a routine scan 
revealed the clot in a vein 
behind her right ear in the 
space between her skull and 
her brain. 

It was just the latest in a 
series of health scares, 
which have grounded the 
normally tireless Clinton, 
who in four years in office 
has traveled almost a mil¬ 
lion miles and visited a 
record-breaking 112 coun¬ 
tries. 

Clinton left hospital late 
Wednesday after three days 
of treatment, including 
spending New Year's Eve in 
a hospital bed, and doctors 
who have prescribed her 
blood thinners say they ex¬ 
pect her to make a full re¬ 
covery. 

"She's looking forward 
to getting back to the of¬ 
fice," Nuland said. "She is 
very much planning to do 
so next week. And we’ll 
have further, precise details 
about that as she continues 
to make progress." 

Nuland said there had 
been an outpouring of sup¬ 
port for Clinton from well- 
wishers from around the 
world. "I think you could 
call the number of goodwill 
messages a tsunami," she 
said. 


US fines Transocean $1.4 bn over Gulf oil disaster 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States hit 
drilling rig operator 
Transocean with $1.4 billion 
in criminal and civil fines 
Thursday for its role in the 
2010 Deepwater Horizon 
disaster in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. 

Nearly two months after 
oil giant BP was fined $4.5 
billion for its leading role in 
the disaster, Transocean 
agreed to plead guilty to vi¬ 
olating the Clean Water Act 


and pay the fines, the Justice 
Department said. 

The blowout on its 
drilling rig Deepwater Hori¬ 
zon on April 20, 2010, killed 
11 and sent some 4.9 million 
barrels of oil into the Gulf, 
one of the country's most 
devastating environmental 
disasters. 

The Transocean vessel 
was drilling the well for BP 
at the time, and both compa¬ 
nies had pointed the finger 
at the other as responsible. 


In pleading guilty, the de¬ 
partment said, Transocean 
admitted its rig crew was 
"negligent in failing fully to 
investigate clear indications 
that the Macondo well was 
not secure and that oil and gas 
were flowing into the well." 

The firm was ordered to 
pay $400 million to resolve 
criminal charges and an¬ 
other $1 billion in civil 
penalties, partly to fund spill 
prevention and environmen¬ 
tal restoration in the five 


states hit by the three- 
month-long spill. 

"Transocean's rig crew ac¬ 
cepted the direction of BP 
well site leaders to proceed in 
the face of clear danger signs 
— at a tragic cost to many of 
them," said Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General Lanny Breuer. 

"Transocean's agreement 
to plead guilty to a federal 
crime, and to pay a total of 
$1.4 billion in criminal and 
civil penalties, appropriately 
reflects its role in the Deep¬ 


water Horizon disaster." 

Transocean said in a state¬ 
ment that the agreements to 
plead guilty and pay the fines 
had removed much of the un¬ 
certainty about its operations 
from the case. 

"This is a positive step for¬ 
ward, but it is also a time to 
reflect on the 11 men who lost 
their lives aboard the Deep¬ 
water Horizon. Their families 
continue to be in the thoughts 
and prayers of all of us at 
Transocean."

Osama bin Laden man¬ 
hunt movie "Zero Dark 
Thirty" and Quentin Taran¬ 
tino's brutal western "Django 
Unchained" were also among 
10 films nominated by the 
PGA, whose choices have a 
history of pointing towards 
Oscar glory.

The PGA shortlist also in¬ 
cludes Wes Anderson's 
"Moonrise Kingdom," "Hap¬ 
piness Therapy" by David O. 
Russell and "Beasts of the 
Southern Wild," all less 
talked about so far in Tinsel¬ 
town this season.

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US auto sales roared in 
2012 as Toyota leads pack 


CHICAGO (AFP) - US auto 
sales roared ahead in 2012, 
with Toyota, Honda and 
Chrysler outpacing their ri¬ 
vals with double-digit gains 
as Ford and General Motors 
posted modest growth Thurs¬ 
day. 

Ford estimated that total 
2012 sales would come in at 
about 14.8 million vehicles 
when all automakers have re¬ 
ported, about a 14 percent 
gain from a year earlier. 

It forecast that 2013 sales 
would rise to between 15 and 
16 million vehicles in the 
United States, which will rep¬ 
resent a near full recovery 
from the crash of 2008. 

’’Overall, we expect global 
sales to grow this year, sup¬ 
ported by an ongoing recov¬ 
ery in the US as well as 
improving sales in China,” 
Ford economist Ellen 
Hughes-Cromwick said in a 
conference call. 

’’Gains in these markets 
are offset somewhat by the 
weakness in the European 
markets.” 

GM estimated that US 
sales would come in at about 
14.5 million units for 2012 
and forecast somewhat more 
modest growth in the coming 
year. 

"GM's strong finish in 
2012, the industry’s momen¬ 
tum and the overall health of 
the US economy make us op¬ 
timistic about 2013,” GM 
sales chief Kurt McNeil said. 

’’The budget compromise 
reached in Washington this 
week removes uncertainty 
and clears the way for full- 
year light vehicle sales to rise 
to the 15 million to 15.5 mil¬ 
lion unit range in 2013.” 

Toyota and Honda saw 
sales climb sharply as they 
recovered from the devastat¬ 
ing Japanese tsunami, which 
smashed their supplies in 
2011, and lured customers 
with popular new models. 

Toyota reported a 27 per¬ 
cent gain in 2012 sales to 


nearly 2.1 million vehicles as 
December sales rose nine 
percent to 194,143 vehicles. 

’’With sales nearly dou¬ 
bling the increase of a healthy 
industry, Toyota had a break¬ 
out year in 2012,” said Jim 
Lentz, chief of Toyota Motor 
Sales USA. 

”As we move into 2013 
and the market sees contin¬ 
ued growth, we expect to out¬ 
perform the industry once 
again with another nine prod¬ 
uct launches on the horizon.” 

Honda sales jumped 24 
percent to more than 1.4 mil¬ 
lion vehicles last year — its 
fourth best year ever and the 
strongest performance since 
2008 — as December sales 
rose 26 percent to 132,774. 

’’Honda began the year in¬ 
tent on recovery,” said John 
Mendel, head of sales at 
American Honda. 

”We ended 2012 with mul¬ 
tiple product awards, a host 
of sales records, Honda's sec¬ 
ond best December ever, and 
tremendous momentum as 
we head into 2013.” 

Ford reported its best De¬ 
cember sales since 2006, 
though they grew just two 
percent from the same month 
a year earlier to 214,222 ve¬ 
hicles. 

The number two US au¬ 
tomaker's 2012 sales rose 
five percent from 2011 to 
nearly 2.3 million vehicles on 
the strength of the Ford 
brand, which was the only 
nameplate to top 2 million in 
annual US sales. 

"We are looking forward 
to a great 2013 as we begin 
this year with the product and 
capacity in place to expand 
our share,” Ken Czubay, head 
of Ford sales, said in a con¬ 
ference call. 

GM's sales grew four per¬ 
cent in 2012 to 2.6 million 
vehicles after it posted its 
best December in five years 
with deliveries up five per¬ 
cent year over year to 
245,733.

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Geithner likely to leave before 
next US fiscal showdown 


Macedonia’s boycotting MPs to have salaries cut 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new flurry of speculation sur¬ 
rounded US Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner 
Thursday, prompting aides to 
reiterate his plans not to serve 
in President Barack Obama's 
second term. 

Geithner is still expected 
to leave around the time 
Obama is sworn in on Janu¬ 
ary 20, meaning he will not 
reprise his role as a top nego¬ 
tiator for the president in the 
next fiscal showdown loom¬ 
ing over raising the US debt 
ceiling. 

Several reports said that 
Geithner would leave by the 
end of the month, despite the 
brewing rows with Congress. 

Geithner, a key player in 
Obama's effort to revive the 
US economy since the worst 
recession in decades, has 
long been known to be keen 
to return to New York, where 
he was president of the local 


Wellington, New Zealand 
(AFP) - New Zealand police 
on Friday dismissed a fresh 
reported sighting of missing 
British girl Madeleine Mc¬ 
Cann, nearly six years after 
she went missing while holi¬ 
daying with her family in 
Portugal. 

The latest suspected sight¬ 
ing was on New Year's Eve in 
the resort town of Queen¬ 
stown and in the same south¬ 
ern region of New Zealand 
where there have been other 
claims the youngster has 
been seen in recent years. 

However, Queenstown de¬ 
tective sergeant Brian Camer- 
son said police were

SKOPJE (AFP) - Macedo¬ 
nia's parliament decided on 
Thursday to cut by two-thirds 
the salaries of opposition 
deputies who have been boy¬ 
cotting assembly sessions 
since a brawl broke out last 
month during a budget de¬ 
bate. 

"Deputies who boycott the 
parliament will get a third of 
their salary as long as they 
abstain," said the decree 
adopted by the majority of 
the deputies present at the 
123-seat assembly. 

A deputy salary is around 
1,000 euros ($1,300) per 
month, almost three times the 
average monthly income of 
350 euros in this former Yu¬ 
goslav republic. 

The leftist opposition, led 
by the SDSM party, said a 
"pay cut is a small price for 
democracy and freedom." 

The move came after De¬ 
cember 24 scuffles in the par¬ 
liament between the SDSM 
deputies and ruling conserva¬ 
tive MPs over the state 
budget. 

After fighting between 
rival lawmakers inside and 
outside the parliament which 
left two lawmakers and 11 
policemen injured, the 
SDSM said its deputies 
would boycott parliament's 
activities. 

Malala to undergo 
skull surgery: 
Pakistan 

LONDON (AFP) - Shot 
teenage Pakistani activist 
Malala Yousafzai will un¬ 
dergo skull surgery within 
weeks at the British hospital 
where she is recovering from 
her injuries, the Pakistani 
government said Thursday. 

Malala, 15, was brought to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in Birmingham on October 
15 after Taliban gunmen shot 
her in the head as she trav¬ 
elled on a school bus in the 
northwestern district of Swat.

Delhi gang-rape suspects charged 
in court 


NEW DELHI (AFP)-Police 
formally charged five men 
Thursday with the gang-rape 
and murder of a 23-year-old 
student, a crime which ap¬ 
palled India and led to national 
soul-searching about the treat¬ 
ment of women. 

Police filed a string of 
charges including murder, rape 
and kidnapping against the 
suspects, listing evidence in a 
confidential 1,000-page docu¬ 
ment submitted to a district 
court in the south of the capital 
New Delhi. 

The five aged between 35 
and 19, who would face the 
death penalty if convicted, had 
been expected in court but 
were not present when the 
media were allowed in to listen 
to part of the proceedings. 

The medical student from 
north India was repeatedly 
raped and violated with an iron 
bar on a moving bus in the 
capital on December 16 as she 
returned from a cinema with 
her boyfriend. 

Protesters have massed in 
Indian cities daily since the as¬ 


sault to demand the govern¬ 
ment and police take sex 
crimes more seriously, with 
tougher penalties for offenders 
and even chemical castration 
among measures being consid¬ 
ered. 

The latest incident, though 
far from rare in a country 
where gang rapes are com¬ 
monplace, has led to an out¬ 
pouring of criticism and deep 
self-reflection in the media and 
the political class about crimes 
against women in India. 

A statement from the Delhi 
victim, who died at the week¬ 
end from her injuries, and an 
account from her boyfriend, 
who was badly beaten during 
the attack, are expected to 
form crucial parts of the evi¬ 
dence against the five. 

A sixth suspect who is be¬ 
lieved to be a minor aged 17 
was not charged in the court at 
Saket on Thursday. Detectives 
are awaiting the results of a 
bone test to verify his age and 
determine whether he can be 
tried in an adult court. 


The trial of the men, who 
were allegedly drunk when 
they took the private bus out 
for a joyride, is to be held in a 
special fast-tracked court 
aimed at avoiding the delays 
typical of India's dysfunctional 
justice system. 

Amid public clamour for 
the guilty to be executed, Alta- 
mas Kabir, the country's chief 
justice, has cautioned against 
letting anger overwhelm the 
due process of the law. 

Lawyers at the district court 
in New Delhi have refused to 
defend the suspects, meaning 
the government will have to 
appoint advocates for them. 

Just 26 percent of the 
24,206 cases of rape registered 
in 2011 in India resulted in a 
conviction, according to the 
National Crime Records Bu¬ 
reau. 


Four injured in Disneyland 
Paris steam train accident 


MEAUX (AFP) - Four people 
have been treated for minor in¬ 
juries after a wagon broke off 
from a steam engine ride at 
Disneyland Paris, the theme 
park and police said on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The four, including a preg¬ 
nant woman and a 13-year-old 
girl, were taken to hospital 
after the accident on the five- 
wagon Disneyland Railroad 
ride on Wednesday, a police 
source said. 

The source said the acci¬ 
dent occurred after a bolt 
snapped between the first and 
second wagons of the train, 
sending the engine and one 
wagon ahead of the others as 
they approached the terminal. 

The three rear wagons 
struck the first section when it 
stopped at the end of the line. 

About 40 people were in¬ 
side the train, which tours the 


theme park, at the time of the 
accident. 

A spokesman for the Euro 
Disney company, which oper¬ 
ates the park, said the train ride 
was closed on Thursday and 
that the incident was minor. 

The spokesman said those 
injured were out of hospital 
and had returned home or con¬ 
tinued their stay at the theme 
park. 

He said the accident had oc¬ 
curred at a "very slow speed" 
and said the train normally 
travelled at eight kilometres 
per hour (five miles per hour) 
when it was returning to the 
station. 

Disneyland Paris, which 
marked its 20th anniversary in 
2012, took in a record 16 mil¬ 
lion visitors last year but con¬ 
tinues to report big losses after 
taking on significant levels of 
debt. 


US school massacre kids 
return to class 


MONROE, Connecticut (AFP) - Hundreds of US elemen¬ 
tary school children who survived the gun massacre of 
20 of their schoolmates and six staff finally returned to 
class Thursday at a new, heavily-guarded building. 
Teachers did everything possible to transform the alter¬ 
nate building in the nearby town of Monroe into what 
Newtown schools superintendent Janet Robinson called 
"a very cheerful elementary school." Approaches to the 
new Sandy Hook in Monroe were decorated with wel¬ 
coming signs and balloons in the school's green and 
white colors. About 500 children were expected to start 
classes in rooms filled with their familiar, old school fur¬ 
niture.

Organ transplant scandal prompts 
calls for German reforms 



BERLIN (AFP) - The head of 
the German doctors' lobby and 
politicians called Thursday for 
swift action to root out corrup¬ 
tion following a scandal over 
preferential treatment for 
organ transplants. 

The president of the German 
Medical Association, Frank 
Ulrich Montgomery, said 
physicians taking bribes in 
life-or-death cases would shat¬ 
ter the hard-earned faith that 
Germans have in them. 


"Transplant doctors who 
still don't understand that they 
are destroying their own field 
with cheating and manipula¬ 
tion should get out of the pro¬ 
fession," he told the daily 
Passauer Neue Presse. 

Montgomery added that "all 
means available under crimi¬ 
nal and professional law 
should be used" to bring cor¬ 
rupt doctors to justice. 

His comments came after ir¬ 
regularities emerged at a trans¬ 


plant centre in the eastern city 
of Leipzig. 

The clinic said that between 
2010 and 2012, 38 people 
were wrongly registered as 
dialysis patients so that they 
would be given a higher prior¬ 
ity on waiting lists for a liver 
transplant. 

The head of the clinic as 
well as two senior doctors 
have been given a leave of ab¬ 
sence while the institution con¬ 
ducts an internal probe. Public 
prosecutors have opened a pre¬ 
liminary investigation. 

The affair follows revela¬ 
tions in 2012 that other Ger¬ 
man hospitals engaged in 
dubious practices with organ 
transplants, prompting an inde¬ 
pendent commission to launch 
a sweeping review. 

The Leipzig cases emerged 
in the course of that inquiry. 

The chief health policy 
spokesman of Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel's Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Union, Jens Spahn, 
urged root-and-branch reform 
of the organ transplant system, 
echoing calls by other parties. 

"Manipulation to get certain 
patients higher on waiting lists 
could mean a death sentence 
for other patients who have a 
more urgent need for an 
organ," he told the daily 
Rheinische Post. 

Such practices must be "de¬ 
cisively outlawed, punished 
and stopped for all time".

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Apple, Google gain in US 
smartphone market 


Relief for Google as US ends 
monopoly probe 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Apple and Google extended 
their dominance in the US 
smartphone market as 2012 
neared its close, industry 
tracker comScore said on 
Thursday. The share of 
smartphone service sub¬ 
scribers relying on Google's 
Android software inched up 
to 53.7 percent in the three 
months leading up to De¬ 
cember, while Apple's portion grew to 35 percent from 
34.3 percent, comScore reported. The most popular mo¬ 
bile phones were made by South Korean consumer elec¬ 
tronics titan Samsung, whose handsets were used by 
26.9 percent of US telecom service subscribers, accord¬ 
ing to comScore. Apple's coveted iPhones accounted 
for 18.5 percent of subscribers in the overall mobile 
phone market, up from 17.1 percent at the end of August. 
Figures showing that the California companies are tight¬ 
ening their grips on the smartphone market were re¬ 
leased as London-based Canonical weighed in with a 
business-oriented smartphone platform. Canonical an¬ 
nounced a smartphone interface version of its Ubuntu 
desktop computer operating system based on open- 
source Linux code. Ubuntu smartphones will be able to 
dock with keyboards and monitors to provide personal 
computer capabilities, according to Canonical. Dell, 
Lenovo, and Hewlett Packard are listed among computer 
makers who build Ubuntu into machines for the global 
market. Ubuntu runs on more than 20 million desktop 
computers, according to Canonical. Smartphones pow¬ 
ered by Ubuntu are not expected to be available until late 
this year or early next year. 


Google agreed to stop mis¬ 
appropriating or ’’scraping” the 
content of rivals that makes it 
appear as if it were from 
Google and to drop contrac¬ 
tual restrictions that limited 
the ability of small businesses 
to advertise on competing 
search engines, he said. 

In a separate patent case, 
Google agreed to an FTC 
order ”to stop seeking to ex¬ 
clude competitors using essen¬ 
tial patents,” mainly from 
Motorola, which Google pur¬ 
chased, the FTC chief said. 

The action in Washington 
leaves unclear the outcome of 
a similar probe by the Euro¬ 
pean Commission into 
Google’s alleged monopoly 
abuse. 

The European Union said 
last month it was still seeking 
commitments from the US 
firm that it abused its domi¬ 
nant market position in Inter¬ 
net search. 

Google’s chief legal officer 
David Drummond said of the 
FTC decision: "The conclu¬ 
sion is clear: Google's services 
are good for users and good 
for competition.” 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators Thursday closed a 
lengthy antitrust probe into 
Google, saying there was not 
enough evidence to show the 
Internet giant manipulated its 
search results to harm its com¬ 
petitors. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission said it lacked a legal 
basis to bring a monopoly 
abuse case against Google for 
"search bias,” as alleged by 
some rivals, but won commit¬ 
ments from the tech titan to 
end its "most troubling” prac¬ 
tices on search and advertis¬ 
ing. 

FTC chairman Jon Lei- 
bowitz said the action con¬ 
cludes a year-and-a-half probe 
of the Internet giant, accused 
by rivals of abusing its market 
dominance. 

Many of Google's critics 
"wanted the Commission to go 


further in this investigation 
and regulate the intricacies of 
Google's search engine algo¬ 
rithm,” Leibowitz said. 

The FTC "exhaustively in¬ 
vestigated allegations that 
Google unfairly manipulated 
its search engine results to 
harm its competitors,” but 
found the evidence did not 
support an enforcement ac¬ 
tion, he said. 

Even though some rivals 
dislike Google search, "it 
doesn't violate the American 
antitrust laws,” he said. 

Still, Google made "en¬ 
forceable commitments” to 
change some practices criti¬ 
cized by rivals in a voluntary 
settlement. 

Leibowitz said Google had 
"committed to stop the most 
troubling of its business prac¬ 
tices related to Internet search 
and search advertising.”

IMF: US 'cliff* actions not enough 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
said Wednesday that US ac¬ 
tions to avoid the fiscal cliff 
did not go far enough to ad¬ 
dress the country's long-term 
fiscal deficit and debt prob¬ 
lems. 

The global emergency 
lender cheered the political 
deal finalized late Tuesday in 
Washington that allowed the 
country to avoid severe 
spending cuts and tax hikes 
programmed to take place. 

"In the absence of Con¬ 
gressional action the eco¬ 
nomic recovery would have 
been derailed," IMF 
spokesman Gerry Rice said 
in a statement. 

But, he added, the Con¬ 
gress made little progress on 


dealing with the larger-pic- 
ture problem of the US 
deficit, and the need to in¬ 
crease the country's statutory 
debt ceiling in order to keep 
funding that deficit. 

"More remains to be done 
to put US public finances 
back on a sustainable path 
without harming the still 
fragile recovery," Rice said in 
a statement. 

"Specifically, a compre¬ 
hensive plan that ensures 
both higher revenues and 
containment of entitlement 
spending over the medium 
term should be approved as 
soon as possible." 

Additionally, he said, "it is 
crucial to raise the debt ceil¬ 
ing expeditiously and remove 
remaining uncertainties about 


France borrows at 
record low rates 


PARIS (AFP) - France bor¬ 
rowed about 8 billion euros 
($10.6 billion) at record low 
rates on Thursday, the coun¬ 
try's debt agency said, in its 
first long term bond auction 
of 2013 in a sign that in¬ 
vestors are still looking past 
a fragile French economy and 
recent downgrades by credit 
agencies. 

The sale continued a par¬ 
ticularly good stretch seen by 
the government in 2012 when 
France borrowed at rates 
lower than ever, despite slow¬ 
ing growth and the country's 
loss of its top notch rating

from agencies Standard & 
Poor's and Moody's. 

"For the benchmark 10- 
year debt that is of particular 
interest, the French rates con¬ 
tinue their downward trend," 
said Rene Defossez, bond 
strategist at Natixis. 

The agency said it sold 
3.53 billion euros in bonds to 
mature in October 2022 at an 
average rate of 2.07 percent, 
down from 2.22 percent at a 
similar sale in October. 

This was the lowest rate 
on record paid by France paid 
for 10-year debt. 

The slide in rates was sig¬ 
nificant for longer term debt 
as well. France sold 1.165 
billion euros in bonds set to 
mature in October 2032 at 
2.84 percent, down sharply 
from 4.15 percent at a similar 
auction in May 2011. 

Rates for bonds maturing 
in 2020 and 2019 also 
dropped significantly. 

France plans to borrow 
169 billion euros in medium 
and long term debt in 2013, 
down from 178 billion euros 
in 2012.

Oil market slips as euphoria dims 
over fiscal cliff deal 


LONDON (AFP) - Global oil 
prices slid Thursday on profit- 
taking as initial euphoria faded 
over the fiscal cliff deal in the 
United States, analysts said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
February fell 42 cents to 
$112.05 a barrel in late after¬ 
noon deals in London. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in February, handed back eight 
cents to $93.04 per barrel. 

"Crude oil prices retreated 
... following the strong rally 
that dominated the market 
yesterday after the US fiscal 
cliff deal," said analyst Myrto 
Sokou at the Sucden Financial 
brokerage. 

"The US dollar started to 
strengthen against the euro 
and added some pressure to 
the market," she added. 

The stronger greenback 
makes dollar-denominated 
crude more expensive for buy¬ 
ers using weaker currencies 
like the euro. That tends to 
weigh on demand and prices. 

Crude futures had rallied 
Wednesday following news 
that the United States — the 
world's biggest consumer of 
crude oil — has avoided "fiscal 
cliff' taxation hikes and 
spending cuts that had threat¬ 
ened to plunge it back into re¬ 
cession. 

On the first trading day of 


2013, Brent had hit $112.90 
per barrel — its highest level 
since mid-October. New York 
crude touched $93.87, which 
was a mid-September pinna¬ 
cle. 

However, the market has 
since pulled back somewhat as 
on growing concerns over fur¬ 
ther political wrangling in 
Washington in the coming 
months. 

There are also big worries 
about the lifting of the debt 
ceiling, also at the end of Feb¬ 
ruary, with analysts saying the 
country could see a repeat of 


the row in summer 2011 that 
saw Washington's credit rating 
downgraded for the first time. 

Traders were meanwhile 
switching their attention to 
Friday's crucial US non-farm 
payrolls data for a better idea 
of the health of the world's 
number one economy. 

On the same day, the US 
government's Department of 
Energy will also publish its 
weekly oil inventories report, 
two days later than normal 
owing to public holidays ear¬ 
lier in the week.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - "The 
Hobbit: An Unexpected Jour¬ 
ney" fought off all comers at 
the North American box office 
over the New Year holidays, 
beating two Oscar-tipped 
movies to the top spot, figures 
showed Wednesday. 

The long-awaited first part 


of Peter Jackson's "Lord of the 
Rings" prequel trilogy earned 
$31.9 million in its third week 
in theaters, according to box 
office tracker Exhibitor Rela¬ 
tions. 

That was just enough to 
keep it ahead of Quentin 
Tarantino's brutal western 


"Dj ango Unchained," 
which made $30.1 mil¬ 
lion in its debut weekend 
in second place, ahead of 
musical adaptation "Les 
Miserables" at $27.3 
million. 

Both films are in the 
running in this year's 
Hollywood awards sea¬ 
son, which climaxes 
with the Oscars on Feb¬ 
ruary 24. Tarantino's film 
already has five Golden 
Globe nominations, 
against four for "Les 
Miz." 

All-important Oscars 
nominations are due to 
be announced next 
Thursday, January 10.

DOHA (AFP) - Nikolay Davy¬ 
denko stormed into the Qatar 
Open semi-finals on Thursday 
with an express train perform¬ 
ance which gave him a chance 
of earning a first final for 20 
months. 

The former world number 
three from Russia's 6-1, 6-1 
win over Simone Bolelli, the 
world number 83 from Italy, 
was the quickest of the tourna¬ 
ment and maintained his hopes 
of regaining the Qatar Open 
title he so spectacularly won 
three years ago. 

Davydenko did that by be¬ 
coming one of only two players 
at that time who had beaten 
Rafael Nadal and Roger Fed- 
erer in the same tournament, 
and he might have gone on to 
other glories had he not broken 
his wrist only two months later. 

Now though the manner of 
his third successive straight sets 
win - lasting only 49 minutes - 
- hinted at more triumphs still 
being possible for a 31-year-old 
whose last season on the ATP 
World Tour this may be. 

His buoyant mood belied 
the fact that he has not com¬ 
pletely erased the aches and 
pains which have dogged him 
and dragged him down to 44 in 


the rankings in the last two 
years. 

"Players are never one hun¬ 
dred percent fit in the body — if 
I die, yes, we have no pain," 
smiled Davydenko. 

But his new optimism still 
shone through. 

That sounded a little bit like 
a veiled warning to David Fer¬ 
rer, the top-seeded Spaniard 
whom Davydenko plays today.

LONDON (AFP) - Mario 
Balotelli's future at Manches¬ 
ter City was cast into doubt 
once again on Thursday after 
photographs emerged showing 
him in an apparent training- 
ground bust-up with manager 
Roberto Mancini. 

Media reports claimed that 
Mancini lost his temper with 
his Italian compatriot after 
Balotelli made a reckless chal¬ 
lenge on team-mate Scott Sin¬ 
clair at the club's Carrington 
training base on the edge of 
Manchester. 

The pictures, published 
widely in the British media, 
show Mancini gripping 
Balotelli's orange bib in an ap¬ 
parent rage, before the two 
men are separated by members 
of City's coaching staff. 

The Italy striker, 22, has 
been a recurrent source of con¬ 
troversy ever since arriving in 
Manchester from Inter Milan 
in 2010. 

He has twice been dropped 
from City's match-day squad 
this season and Mancini has 
repeatedly warned him that he 
is in danger of wasting his tal¬ 
ent. 

In December, Balotelli 
dropped legal action against 
City after taking them to a Pre¬ 
mier League tribunal in an at¬ 
tempt to overturn a fine of two 
weeks' wages over his poor 
disciplinary record last season. 

Mancini also chastised him 
after a sloppy performance in 
City's 3-2 loss to Manchester 
United in last month's Man¬ 
chester derby, in which he was 
substituted in the 52nd minute. 
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Tennis: Murray sees off local hero Millman in Brisbane 



BRISBANE (AFP) - US Open 
champion Andy Murray won a 
surprisingly tough second- 
round clash against Australian 
qualifier John Millman to 
move into the quarter-finals of 
the Brisbane International on 
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Thursday. 

Murray appeared headed 
for a straightforward win 
when he raced through the first 
set in just 30 minutes, only for 
an inspired Millman to fight 
back and deservedly claim the 
second. 

But the world number three 
regrouped and took control at 
2-2 in the decider to ease away 
and win 6-1, 5-7, 6-3 in just 
over two hours. 

Millman, 23, is a Brisbane 
local who spent most of 2012 


on the Challenger and Futures 
circuits, entering the Brisbane 
International ranked 199 in the 
world. His match against Mur¬ 
ray was only his fifth on the 
main ATP tour. 

However, he never looked 
overawed against the world 
number three and played some 
spectacular tennis to give Mur¬ 
ray a huge scare. 

"I'd not seen him play be¬ 
fore but I knew he has a good 
work rate," Murray said. 

"He's gone through a lot of 
tough losses and kept fighting 
and he had an injury a few 
years ago and came back. 

"He's a lot better than his 
ranking, that's for sure. I ex¬ 
pected a tough match and did¬ 
n't expect him to go away, and 
he didn't." 

Murray was clutching his 
stomach and legs at various 
stages throughout the second 
and third sets, but stressed he 
had no injury concerns. 

Murray now plays Uzbek¬ 
istan's Denis Istomin in the 


quarter-finals after Istomin 
downed veteran Australian 
Fleyton Hewitt 7-5, 7-5. 

Earlier, rising Bulgarian 
star Grigor Dimitrov upset 
second seeded Canadian Milos 
Raonic 6-3, 6-4. 

Dimitrov served marginally 
better than Raonic and took his 


chances when they came, 
breaking the Canadian once in 
each set to wrap up victory in 
just over an hour. 

He will now play Jurgen 
Melzer in the quarter-finals 
after the seventh seeded Aus¬ 
trian beat Belgian David Gof- 
fin 6-4, 7-6 (7/4).

Jamal Crawford led the 
Clippers with 24 points, while 
Chris Paul added 23 points 
and six assists in the loss.

Dallas Mavericks 119-109 in 
overtime Wednesday behind 
32 points from LeBron James 
who flirted with a triple dou¬ 
ble. 

James finished with 12 re¬ 
bounds and nine assists for 
Miami who won their second- 
straight game in overtime and 
extended the Mavericks woes 
in extra time. 

Miami ended a two-game 
losing skid with a 112-110 
overtime victory on Monday 
against Orlando. 

Dwyane Wade finished 
with 27 points and 10 re¬ 
bounds for the Heat, who 
handed Dallas their ninth- 
straight overtime loss dating 
back to the 2011-12 season. 

Chris Bosh and Ray Allen 
had 17 and 15 points respec¬ 
tively as Miami started the 
overtime with a 7-0 run and 
never looked back. 

The Mavericks lost their 
seventh game of their last 
eight despite 30 points from 
O.J. Mayo and a season-best 
19 points from Dirk Now¬ 
itzki.
